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Preface 

The ERIC Annual Report — 1 987 is the first in a series of reports summariz- 
ing the activities and accomplishments of the Educational Resources In- 
formation Center (ERIC) program. 

The Annual Report is composed of two volumes. Volume 1 reviews the work 
of the ERIC clearinghouses and other ERIC components, such as the ERIC 
Processing and Reference Facility. Volume 2, to be released in the fall of 
1988, will present an overview of the major trends and issues in the educa- 
tion scope areas covered by each clearinghouse. These trends and issues 
reflect, in the judgment of the clearinghouses, the critical topics and find- 
ings contained in the education research documents and journal literature 
of 1987. 

The year 1987 was a dynamic one for the ERIC program. For two years, 
ERIC had been under intense scrutiny during the ERIC Redesign Study 
conducted by the Department of Education's Office of Educational 
Research and Improvement (OERI), in which panels of researchers, 
librarians, and educators studied ERIC and developed a blueprint for im- 
proving the program. The culmination of the ERIC Redesign Study was 
OERI's publication of ERIC in Its Third Decade. This publication was wide- 
ly distributed, received many comments and reactions, and set out some 
new goals and directions for ERIC. 

In response to the interest generated by the Redesign Study and by OERI's 
proposals for expanding and reconfiguring the ERIC system, the House 
Subcommittee on Select Education, on July 30, 1987, sponsored the first 
oversight hearings of ERIC. These hearings afforded an opportunity for Con- 
gress, OERI, the clearinghouses, and ERIC users to discuss and debate 
proposed changes to the ERIC system. Following the oversight hearings, 
OERI began to implement its plans for improving and expanding ERIC, con- 
sistent with Congressional requirements that the structure of the 16 ERIC 
clearinghouses must remain intact. 

OERI identified three main emphases for improving ERIC: 

• ERIC products and services should become more widely used 
and available; 

• ERIC should become better integrated into OERI's mission of 
gathering, analyzing, and reporting information on the status 
and condition of American education; and 

• ERJC should serve a wider, more diverse audience, including 
policymakers, journalists, practitioners, and the general 
public. 
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In 1987, ERIC systematically initiated new products, services, activities, 
and arrangements to carry out those goals. In August 1987, a Request for 
Proposals (RFP) to recompete the entire system of 16 ERIC clearinghouses 
was issued, and, in January 1988, new awards were announced. 

While maintaining ERIC's critical roles in acquiring important unpublished 
documents and reports and in indexing and abstracting the education jour- 
nal literature, the RFP also established new requirements, including: 

• An expanded series of practitioner-oriented publications; 

• A network of "ERIC Partners" to assist the clearinghouses with 
dissemination and acquisition: 

• The collaboration with other OERI-funded programs such as 
the Regional Educational Laboratories, the National Research 
and Development Centers, and the National Diffusion Net- 
work: 

• The acquisition and indexing of information about statistical 
databases: and, 

• An improved and expanded array of user services and dis- 
semination activities. 

During 1987, OERI began planning for ACCESS ERIC, the first new ERIC 
component in over a decade. Scheduled to begin operations early in FY 
1989, ACCESS ERIC will provide systemwide coordination, dissemination, 
publicity, training, outreach, and referral services. 

In summary, 1987 represented a year of transition. While there were 
notable accomplishments and achievements, there was also some disap- 
pointment, particularly in the level of funding for the program. Despite 
OERTs request for an increased appropriation for ERIC to support the new 
initiatives of the ERIC Redesign, funding for FY 1988 remained at $5.7 mil- 
lion per year. 

However, we are optimistic about ERIC and its future: 1988 will begin with 
the new clearinghouse contracts in place, and 1989, with the establish- 
ment of ACCESS ERIC. In conjunction with activities already underway or 
planned for the ERIC system and for OERI, we firmly believe that ERIC is 
positioned to carry out even more effectively its mission to serve the 
American public with the most current and most important education in- 
formation available anywhere.

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Mandate and Ba ckground 

One of the purposes for creating the U.S. Department of Education was "to 
promote Improvements in the quality and usefulness of education through 
federally supported research, evaluation, and sharing of information." The 
responsibility to carry out the functions of education research, develop- 
ment, dissemination, evaluation, and assessment activities is the central 
mission of the Office of Educational Research and Improvement (OERI). 

A major program of OERI is the Educational Resources Information Center 
(ERIC). ERIC was originally established in 1966 by the U.S. Office 3f Educa- 
tion (OE) to make reports of government-sponsored research widely avail- 
able from a central source. Previously, research reports submitted to OE 
by contractors and grantees usually received an initial, scattered distribu- 
tion and then disappeared; there was no system for providing educators 
throughout the country with information from these reports about develop- 
ments in education. The task of ERIC was 

• To collect and process these reports for the ERIC document 
collection, 

• To announce the reports in a monthly journal of abstracts 
called Resources in Education (RIE), and 

• To distribute copies of the reports at low cost 
The first issue of RIE was published in November 1966. 

The document collection has since been expanded to include not only re- 
search studies but also practitioner materials, program descriptions and 
evaluations, conference proceedings, bibliographies, curriculum guides, 
state-of-the-art papers and other types of material. The collection now in- 
cludes more than 270,000 documents from a variety of public and private 
sources; approximately 1,100 documents are added each month. Some of 
these are published materials, but most are unpublished and are not readi- 
ly available. Many libraries, information centers, and other institutions 
have the entire ERIC collection on microfiche. At last count, these institu- 
tions in the United States numbered approximately 780. 

In 1969, another component, Current Index to Journals in Education (CUE), 
was added to the system. This monthly publication, similar in format to 
RIE, includes citations and abstracts of articles published in nearly 800 
education-related periodicals. More than 358,000 articles have been cited 
in C7JE, and approximately 1,500 citations are added each month. ERIC 
does not distribute copies of the articles because of copyright restrictions; 
however, journal reproduction facilities outside the ERIC system do provide 
reprints or filmed copies of articles cited in C7JE. 
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Throughout its history, ERIC has capitalized on the advances in informa- 
tion technology. For 16 years, ERIC has been available online through major 
commercial suppliers of information, such as Lockheed's DIALOG, BRS In- 
formation Technologies, and ORBIT. Today, ERIC is widely available online 
through commercial and university sponsorship and remains one of the 
least expensive databases to search. 

ERIC database searching has become less expensive and more accessible 
through the vast storage capability of the compact laser disk (CD-ROM). 
The ERIC database is available on CD-ROM through three commercial ven- 
dors: SilverPlatter Information of Wellesley, Massachusetts, DIALOG Infor- 
mation Services of Palo Alto, California, and OCLC of Dublin, Ohio. 

ERIC is arranged to draw on the best traits of both centralized and 
decentralized organizational systems. As distinguished librarian Kenneth 
Dowlin states: 

ERIC is built as a relatively weft-defined relationship between a 
federal agency, clearinghouses, service providers, and users. The 
centralized aspects provide quality control/or indexing, coordination 
of the operations, a common input point for the federal community, 
and overall system planning. The decentralized clearinghouses and 
service providers allow leverage of funding, sources closer to users, 
and specialized expertise which increases the credibility of the en- 
tire system (commissioned paper) 
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Structure and Operation 

One of the ironies of modern education is that even as information rapid- 
ly increases, it becomes more difficult for practitioners to obtain the infor- 
mation they need. ERIC was created to address this problem by develop- 
ing, maintaining and providing access to the world's largest education 
literature database. 

ERIC facilitates the exchange of information between information 
producers and users to improve educational practice. The teacher who 
needs a curriculum guide, the administrator who must implement a new 
program, the education student learning about teaching methods, the law- 
maker drafting education legislation— all are examples of the clients ERIC 
seeks to serve with information resources. 

The ERIC system is a highly interactive network consisting of management 
staff within OERI (Central ERIC), a network of 16 clearinghouses, the ERIC 
Document Reproduction Service (EDRS), the ERIC Processing and 
Reference Facility, and Oryx Press and other public and private publishers 
and vendors of online and CD-ROM computer information retrieval ser- 
vices. 

Central ERIC administers the ERIC program by planning systemwide ac- 
tivities and future directions and by making policy and budget determina- 
tions. Clearinghouses work under the direction of Central ERIC program 
monitors, who closely oversee the operations of the ERIC system, provide 
technical guidance, approve the development of new materials and services, 
and review and approve documents and products. 

Sixteen ERIC clearinghouses are located around the country— each 
responsfble for acqufring, processing, and disseminating information about 
a particular aspect or subject area of education, such as reading and com- 
munication skills, adult education, education management, technology, 
and higher education. (See appendix 1 for a complete list of clearinghouses.) 

The ERIC Processing and Reference Facility is the technical hub that 
processes documents for entry into the database and that maintains quality 
control standards for the entire ERIC system. The Facility receives and edits 
the abstracts and annotations prepared by ti.e clearinghouses, prepares 
the magnetic tapes that are the heart of the ERIC storage and retrieval sys- 
tem, and performs systemwfde information and coordination functions. 

The ERIC Document Reproduction Service (EDRS) is the organization 
that provides microfiche and paper copies of original documents in Resour- 
ces in Education (RIE) upon request. It serves Standing Order Customers 
(SOCs), that is, subscription customers who purchase the complete fiche 
sets; sells tndfvfdual fiche; and prepares paper copy on receipt of customer 
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orders. A commercial firm, Oryx Press, coordinates journal coverage with 
Central ERIC and the clearinghouses, and markets and produces CUE and 
other basic ERIC-related resource publications, such as the Thesaurus of 
ERIC Descriptors. 

Several system contractors process and make the materials from all the 
clearinghouses available to the public. Direct service to clients is provided 
chiefly by intermediaries— libraries and search services that purchase ERIC 
materials for their clients* use. 
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General Facts and Figures 



In 1987, OERI funded the ERIC system at a total amount of $5.7 million. 
The contracts for the 16 clearinghouses ranged from $248,000 to $373,000. 
The average for a clearinghouse contract was $294,000. The amount of 
funding for the ERIC Facility for 1987 was $1, 139,000. (See table 1.) 

A total of 130.2 full-time equivalents (FTE) staffed the ERIC program during 
1987. Of that 130.2 FTE, 101.2 were supported by the clearinghouse con- 
tracts, 16.3 were supported by the Facility contract, and 12.7 were con- 
tributed by the host institutions and organizations. The ERIC program, 
therefore, paid for 90 percent of the ERIC staff, while host institutions con- 
tributed 10 percent. (See table 1.)

D atabase-Building Activities 



The database is the heart of the ERIC information system. It contains in- 
formation covering education issues and problems, levels and institutions, 
academic subjects, professional development and training, and special 
populations. The database includes a wide variety of materials, such as re- 
search reports, program descriptions and evaluations, curricula and prac- 
tical materials, state-of-the-art-papers, journal literature, research syn- 
theses, and ERIC Digests. 

The ERIC database consists of three main computer files wlch correspond- 
ing print publications: 

• Resources in Education (RIE) covers significant education 
documents. 

• Current Index to Journals in Education (CUE) covers more 
than 780 education periodicals and includes citations to ar- 
ticles published in these periodicals. 

• The Thesaurus of ERIC Descriptors provides the basis for 
the controlled vocabulary used to process and retrieve ERIC 
documents. 

Each ERIC clearinghouse acquires and selects the most significant educa- 
tion literature within its particular scope and catalogs, indexes, and 
abstracts these selections for entry into the database. 

The ERIC database presently contains over 600,000 citations. In 1987, the 
ERIC clearinghouses submitted 13,049 new documents to RIE and 18,582 
journal articles to C7JE. For RIE, the average number of documents sub- 
mitted by a clearinghouse was 816; for CUE, the average for a clearing- 
house was 1,161. (See figure 1.) 

The ERIC indexing vocabulary provides standard, controlled subject-con- 
cept entries for use in printed indexes and computer files. Entries repre- 
sent concepts found in actual documents and articles processed by the sys- 
tem. The ERIC Facility lexicographer, with the assistance of a nationwide 
Vocabulary Review Group, reviews all new index terms (descriptors and 
identifiers) recommended by the clearinghouses, approving or denying each 
term. A descriptor is a meaningful term or a short phrase that represents 
general classes ot things found in the literature. An identifier is generally 
a proper name or concept not yet represented by an approved descriptor. 
Descriptors are defined, interrelated by a system of cross-references, and

listed alphabetically In the Thesaurus. Identifiers are alphabetically dis- 
played in the Identifier Authority List, serving as a supplement to the 
Thesaurus. In 1987, the clearinghouses reviewed over a hundred terms, of 
which 84 became new descriptors in the Thesaurus. (See appendix 2.) '

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Types of Requests 



One of the major purposes of ERIC is to provide a reference and retrieval 
service to the public. These services include literature searches (computer 
or manual), bibliographies, identification of popular documents, or refer- 
rals to sources of information, for example, summaries, state-of-the-art 
studies, or even other databases, such as the National Technical Informa- 
tion Service (NTIS), Defense Technical Information Center (DTIC), or Univer- 
sity Microfilms International (UMI). 
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There are three main methods of requesting ERIC Information and services: 
by letter, by telephone, and by personal visit to an ERIC component. In 
1987, the 16 clearinghouses handled about 121,500 requests. Clearing- 
houses answered more than 67,000 letter inquiries, an average of about 
4,200 per clearinghouse. The clearinghouses answered over 26,000 
telephone requests. Visitors numbered over 27,000 and averaged about 
1,700 per clearinghouse. Letters conveyed 56 percent of all requests, fol- 
lowed by calls— 22 percent— and visits— 22 percent. (See figure 2.)

Requesters for ERIC information were classified into eight broad categories: 
education practitioners, education decisionmakers, research and develop- 
ment specialists, information and dissemination specialists, professional 
organizations, students, government agencies, and others. 

Education practitioners made the most requests (37 percent) for ERIC in- 
formation, followed by education decisionmakers (17 percent), information 
specialists (15 percent), and students (11 percent). The remaining 20 per- 
cent of the requests were made by research and development specialists 
(8 percent), professional organizations (4 percent), government agencies (2 
percent), and others (7 percent). (See figure 3.)

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Clearinghouse Publications 



The ERIC clearinghouses provide Information to the American public 
through the development and dissemination of synthesis documents that 
summarize information on particular subjects from the database, from 
books, and from other commercial publications. 

ERIC Digests. During 1987, the 16 clearinghouses produced 153 ERIC 
Digests, two-page documents which summarize current information on a 
specific education topic and which are available online as well as in print. 
Almost 194,000 Digests were distributed to the public. 

Information Analysis Products (IAPs). The clearinghouses published 90 
ZAPs, including research reviews, papers summarizing or synthesizing 
given topics, monographs, annotated or unannotated bibliographies, state- 
of-the-art papers, and guides to the literature of a field. (See appendix 2.) 

Other Publications. The clearinghouses also produced 50 newsletters or bul- 
letins and distributed over 375,000 of these publications. Journal columns 
by ERIC numbered about 200. Articles that were published in journals by 
the ERIC clearinghouses numbered 103. 
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Examples of Dissemination ofEEIC Products 



Throughout the ERIC system, 1987 has been an especially active year for 
dissemination of user services, products, and major publications. The four 
principal methods of promoting the distribution of ERIC products were 
direct mail marketing, announcements in professional journals, use of 
clearinghouse mailing lists, and reprints and original printings by profes- 
sional organizations. 

For example, the Clearinghouse on Educational Management, in addition 
to direct mail marketing, relies on announcements of its products in profes- 
sional journals. Given the known circulation of all these journals, the an- 
nouncements reached approximately 175,000 readers in 1987. Another im- 
portant avenue of dissemination for this clearinghouse is the reprinting of 
its publications by professional organizations, school districts, and other 
education agencies. Reprints and original printings during 1987 totaled 
over 321,000 copies. For example, the National Association of Secondary 
School Principals (NASSP) reproduced an ERIC publication entitled The 
Best of ERIC for its 40,000 members, and the National Association of 
Elementary School Principals (NAESP) published three issues of the ERIC 
Research Roundup for its 25,000 members. This clearinghouse had seven 
other printing and dissemination arrangements with professional organiza- 
tions during the past year. The above figures do not include distribution of 
the Educational Management Bulletins or promotional flyers, of which over 
750,000 copies have been mailed during the past 3 years. 

Another example of ERIC's dissemination involvement with professional or- 
ganizations is the ERIC Clearinghouse on Higher Education-Association 
for the Study of Higher Education (ASHE) Higher Education Report series. 
This partnership started in 1983. This clearinghouse also cooperatively 
pror 1 ices (with the American Association of University Administrators) The 
Administrator's Update. 

One measure of the impact of the ERIC system's information analysis 
products is the extent to which they are cited in other written works. For 
example, the ERIC Clearinghouse for Junior Colleges has been cited in over 
two-ui 4 *-ds of the books published on junior colleges since 1968. These cita- 
tions include up to 250 references to junior college materials produced and 
disseminated by ERIC.

The ERIC Processing and Reference Facility serves all components of the 
ERIC system. Its major responsibilities are: 

• To expand and maintain the ERIC database, 

• To coordinate ERIC'S document processing activities, 

• To maintain technical quality control of the database and the 
authority list, including lexicographic analysis, 

• To provide copies of the database and related publications in 
machine-readable form to public and private database ven- 
dors and publishers and to provide technical assistance on 
database functions, and 

• To answer public inquiries on the ERIC system and database. 

Some of the more significant accomplishments of the ERIC Facility during 
1987 are as follows: 

• Undertook a major acquisition effort— the ERICSTAT project- 
to identify education-related data files both inside and out- 
side of the National Center for Education Statistics. Datasets 
of education information were identified in such places as 
Radcliffe, University of California at Los Angeles, the Nation- 
al Archives and Records Service, the Inter-University Consor- 
tium for Political and Social Research, and elsewhere. 
ERICSTAT has resulted in the identification and entry into 
ERIC of mformation on nearly 100 data files. 

• Compiled and summarized letters received by OERI in 
response to its ERIC in Its Third Decade paper. 

• Compiled an ERIC Ready Reference listing of all 533 ERIC 
Digests to date. 

• Added new publication types to ERIC, for example, "book 
reviews" and "machine-readable data files." 

• Proposed a standard numbering scheme for ERIC Digests. 

• Compiled a full list of all 1987 ERIC publications. 

• Preoared an annual Conference Calendar. 

• Revised the ERIC system's Identifier Authority List. 

• Responded to approximately 2,400 inquiries. (See Appendix 
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ERIC Document Reproduction, 
Service 



The ERIC Document Reproduction Service (EDRS) manufactures and sells 
microfiche and paper copies of documents in the ERIC database. EDRS 
produces microfiche for the approximately 780 Standing Order Customers, 
creating one million microfiche per month from the 1,100 titles added to 
the database. EDRS also sends paper copies of the original RIE documents 
in response to mail orders and online computer customers placing orders 
through two major commercial bibliographic database suppliers, ORBIT 
and DIALOG.
